TOWN MEETING NEXT MONDAY 


Next Monday, in the High School Gymnasium, the 
town will meet in Town Meeting for the express pur- 
pose of voting a new school, to cost $1,444,800, for 
West Wilmington, and for other items which will 
be mentioned below. 

There have been inquiries of the Town Crier as 
to why it has not published a copy of the Warrant 
for this meeting, 

There is a very good and valid reason. 

In every town, or nearly every town in Massa- 
chusetts, the warrant for Town Meetings, special 
or regular, are published in the local newspaper 
as an advertisement, by the Board of Selectmen 
| involved, 

This is not the case in Wilmington, The Town 
Crier has never asked that this be done, 
It has, in the past, published the warrants as 
: a matter of public service, 
f About two or three years ago a Selectman of 
Wilmington accused the Téwn Crier of making a 
| profit'on this service, He further accused the 
i publisher of the Town Crier of ‘cocking his feet 
| on the Town Manager’s Desk’. 
| Since then the Town Crier has never published 
| the warrant, as a public service or otherwise. It 
has published comments on the coming meetings, 
in this column, and this it intends to-do now, 


Article One 


The first article is for the new Intermediate 
School. It has been approved by the Finance Com- 
Mittee, 6 - 0, 
tl The plans for the new school are a ‘reverse’ 
of the plans for the North School, which plans are 
already owned by the town, There are some added 
rooms, so as to make the school about 16% bigger. 
The cost is estimated to be $1,440,800, It is to be 
located on a 31 acre tract of land, at the end of 
Carter Lane, overlooking (in a sense) Boutwell 
Street. The lot of land abuts the land on which the 

; Boutwell Street School stands, 
The new school will add about two dollarsto the 
. tax rate, as it now is, or seems to be, excluding 
} the cost of the operation of the school, teachers, 
q etc, etc, 


Article Two 


This article asks for the creation of a special 
unpaid committee to study with other similar com- 
mittees in other towns on the possibility ofa regional 
vocational school, This is at the request of the

Article Three

the Finance Committee has approved, 
Article Four 


This is to see if the town wiil establish a side- 
walk Construction program, within the distance of 
one and one-half miles of schools, and determ 
how much money is to be spent in such a progr: 
each year, This was disapproved by the Finance 
Committee §-0, 

The idea is similar to the idea, in years past, 
of a Water Extension program, for water mains, 
which was run by a Water Extension Committee, 

The committee wus very yood, for its day, 
but in retrospect the Town Crier would not say 
at this time, with a Town Manager plan of operation, 
that a similar program should now be adopted for 
sidewalks, 

Sidewalks are a subject that has been very much 
batted around, by a politically minded Board of Sel- 
ectmen, This is the fly in the ointment, in any such 
recommendation, It is the item that does make an 
independent committee sound more attractive 

Sidewalks, with granite curbstones, were con- 
structed in recent years, along some of the ‘better’ 
streets in town, It startedoffasa sidewalk program 
around churches and the town hall, voted openly by 
the Selectmen, a project that most would approve 
of. _ It ended up with the program for the streets, in 
front of private homes, being paid out of the tax 
payers money, and without the taxpayers knowledge, 
the decision having been arrived at in a ‘closed 
door’ meeting of the Board of Selectmen, 

Curbings in other parts of town, in what may be 
termed ‘secondary’ streets, were installed as apart 
of a ‘betterment program’, Inother wordsthe abuttor 
has had to pay for second class curbings, but where 
there were granite curbings the town paid, 

There was an injustice in this. It was stopped 
by the Finance Committee, not because there was an 
injustice, but because it was too expensive for the 
town’s pocket book, 

If the Selectmen, politically minded as they are, 
are to contro! the sidewalk program, the town might 
as well not appropriate any money, 

If a sidewalk program is to be controlied by a 
town manager, with professional assistance and ad- 
vice,-this might be done. 

If because of the selectmen’s penchant for poli- 
tics, the town manager cannot control the sidewalk 
program, then a committee might be a good idea - 
just so long as they are kept out of the clutches of 
the selectmen, 


Article Five 


Article Five calls for an appropriation for side- 
walks, with the School Committee sitting in judgement 
on the hazards involved, relative to children’s safety, 
It was disapproved by the Finance Committee 7-1, 

Again the town is faced with the hazards dis- 
cussed under Article 4, Sidewalks are a problem, 
B is to be doubted if the town will yore for them in 
this meeting, but the discussion, at least, will be 
good and perhaps beneficial, 


Articles Six and Seven 


These, in effect, are one and the same thing,

Outlines 
Program 


Rard on the campaign trail this 
week, Ronald C MacKenzie of Burl 
ington, candidate for the State 
Senate, outlined his program for 
a better Massachusetts 

Mr MacKenzie stressed the need 
for an overhaul of the state tax 
system that burdens the home 
owner with a property tax and 
discourages industry from locating 
in the state, 

Let's see the price tag on every 
bill that’s introduced into the Le- 
gislature,’ he said. ‘What’s the 
cost? Whol'll pay for it? How will 
we pay for it? Only in this way 
can we check spendthritt schemes 
that oppress the property owner 
cn this district,’ 

The colorful candidate noted that 
the vast majority of voters in Bil- 
jerica, Burlington, Lexington, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, Tewksbury, 
Wilmington and Woburn own their 
own homes, ‘ If the Legislature 
votes 4 program but provides no 
state funds, the towns and cities 
will foot the bill, ‘That means 
higher property taxes. Someone 
has to blow the whistle on them 
and show them that someone does 
care ior the voters in his dis- 
trict," MacKenzie pointed out, 

‘The incumbent, of course, he 
noted, ‘doesn’t bother to give the 
time of day to interested citizen 
groups that want some constructive 
‘statement on where he stands, He 
won't answer the Questions of the 
people, Any way you look at it, 
there’s no excuse, It’s just crass 
indifference,’ 

In a door-to-door swing through 
the district, Mr. MacKenzie drove 
home the need for action, not the 
clamor for furter investigation, 
‘Studying th issue, rehasing the old 

problems is a gimmick to escape 
responsibility,” he told those he 
visited, 

“You'll find me right there ready 
to be counted for a positive pro- 
gram and not for burying it insome 
cominittee, My job will be to 
exert leadership and to show re- 
Sponsiveness to the people of this 
district’,

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WILMINGTON’S POSTMASTERS 


Wilmington’s first postoffice 
Was estabiished on March 27, 1834, 
The Postmaster was James Jaques 
who lived in a house that stood on 
the what 1s now the corner of Main 
and Church Street. Church St. did 
not exist at that time, nor was 
there a ‘hill’ in what is now Wii- 
mington Square, The hill was 
erected later, for the bridge over 
the Boston & Loweil Railroad, now 
the Boston & Maine, 

John M Durgin was Postmaster 
ion March 29, 1846, This seems to 
have been the same man who was 
both the Minister of the Free Will 
Baptist Church (now the Town Hall) 
and teacher in the old South School 
which burned down at about the 
time of the Spanish American War, 

If so the chances ure that Mr, 
Durgin did not have the postoffice 
in his home, which was at the 
corner of Mystic Avenue and Mid- 
dlesex Avenue, in North Wiiming- 
ton - now the home of Henry Mul- 
larkey. 

Durgin Was succeeded on Oct, 
27, 1848 by William Henry Carter, 
There were two William Henrys, 
known respectively as One and Two 
Number One, wno perhaps was the 
Postmaster, lived in a large white 
house ou what is now High Street, 
but which was then known by the 
name of Hardscrabble (without the 
word street), He was later a Town 
Clerk of Wilmington, 

The job of postmaster, in those 
duys, changed with administration 
changes, and sometimes more fre- 
quently, Henry Blanchard succed- 
ed to the office on Jan 16, 1851, He 
too lived on Hardscrabble, in a 
house that burnea down about 50 
years ago ~ a large imposing piace 
which stood where the Lally home 
is today, 

John M Durgin was again Post- 
master on June 25, 1853, ana he 
was succeded on May 27, 1856 by 
Amasa Waterman, Not much is 
known of Mr Waterman, other than 
he was postmaster of Wilmington 
for a while before the Civil War, 

Joseph A, Ames, the first of 
his name to have the office, and 
a member of a weil known Wil- 
mington family, became Postmas- 
ter on Jan 15, 1857, He held the 
office for many years, He con- 
ducted his business in the Boston 
& Lowell Raiiroad station, which 
stood on the southside of Burling- 
ton Avenue, near Main Street, 

Mr Ames retired on June 26, 
1881, and dted about nine months 
later, He was succeeded by JohnR 
Goodwin, who heid office until 
Dec 29, 1884 when he was succeed- 
ed by Charles H Mackay. 

Frank D Morris became Post- 
master, He may have been the son 
of a J B Morris, who also livea 
on Hardscrabble, but if so he did 
not live with his father, He is not 
mentioned inany contemporary re- 
cords available, 


Henry A Ames, the son of the 
former Postmaster, becamie the 
Postmaster of Wilmingtonon April 
9, 1889, Mr Ames died suddenly 
on May 13th 1890, only 46 years 
old, He was succeeded, 10 days 
later, by his widow, Adelaide N 
Ames, who held the office until 
Sept. 9, 1901, when John B, Mack 
became postmaster, 

On Nov. 27, 1903 Milton ‘Holt 
became Postmaster, A veteran 
of the Civil War (15th Maine Vol- 
unteers) he heid the office for 
a long time, and is well remem- 
bered by the older residents of 
Wilmington, 

Mr Holt moved the postoffice in 
to the building where the Bedell 
Insurance Company 1s now iocated, 
On his death he was succeeded by 
his daughter, Mabel, who held the 
office until Oct. 30, 1930, when 
she retired and moved to Maine, 
where she died about six years 
ago, Mr, Hoit’s other daughter, 
Mildred, died in Boston about four 
weeks ago, 

Mabei was succeeded by LeRoy 
Bedell, father of the men wno con- 
duct the Bedell Insurance Agency 
in the building where he once sort- 
ed mail, 

Henry J Porter was appointed 
Postmaster after the resignation 
of Mr Bedell, on Jan 23, 1931, 
on Sept 16, 1935 he was succeeded 
by Francis J Correla, Mr. Cor- 
rela was suceeded by Catherine R 
Esler, on Oct, 19, 1938, 

Henry Porter was again appuini- 
ed Postmaster on August 8, 1939, 
The Postoffice of Wilmington then 
ranked as a Third Class office, 
not quite the lowest in rank, but 
not very far up,

On October Sth the voters of 
Wilinington will be faced with a 
decision affecting the entire future 
of the town, Fortunately, no press- 
ing problem forces the town into 
a hasty deciSion, It has reachea a 
point in its development where it 
is able to plan for its future needs, 

The proposed zoning oy-law a~ 
mendment to include an apartment 
house zone in Wiimington is NOT 
the one proposed by the Planning 
Consuitant hired by the Planning 
Board; Some very significant chan- 
ges have been made to adapt. the 
by-law to the individual needs of 
a developer, 

Following are some ofthe points 
which have been altered: 

1, The buildings may contain 
more units - a change from 10 to 
12 units per buliding, 

2, Minimum lot size has been 
reduced 10,000 sq, ft, - from 
130,000 to 120,000, 

3. Minimum lot frontage re- 
duced 100 feet - from 300 ro 200, 

4, Minimum set back from cen- 
ter of street reduced 30 feet - from 
80 to 50, 

5. Minimum front yard depth 
-reduced 20 feet - from 50 to 30, 
Qess than single residence with 
125 doot frontage). 

6, Minimum wicth for euch side 
yard reduced 5 feet - from 30 to 
25 (same as single residence with 
125 foot frontage) 

Other areas have been altered, 
the most startling of which is a 
change in the powers of the Board 
of Appeals, Decision for further 
appeal has been removed from the 
board and placed with the applicant, 
Is this best for Wilmington? 

According to the report preparea 
by the Planning Consultant, there is 
NO present need in Wilmington for 
apartment housing, Of the four 
sites the consultant considered, 
Not One has all the requirements 
he felt necessary for apartment 
houses, 

Certainly, an addition t the 
Zoning by-law should come from 
the Planning Board, Neither shoud 
they be forced into a decision until 
they feel proper time and study has 
been given it, A by-law amendment 
should be made through objective 
consideration of what 1s best for 
the Town as a whole, with no speci- 
fic site in mind, Only after the 
Town has had adequate informa~ 
tion, can it decide whether or not 
an apartment house zone should 
be added to the zoning by-law. 

Now is the time to plan for the

Within a second after Mr Barry had finished 
Selectman John Brooks moved that it be accepted 
by the Selectmen, as read.
